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BRITAIN CAN’T BE TOO READY 
• 
Prime Minister Churchills reassuring speech to 
the house of commons shouldn’t be interpreted too 
reassuringly. 
When he says the British are ready, 
that defense is complete, he knows and the war lord 
across the channel knows that Great Britain can’t be 
too ready. 
Germany still is capable of a tremendous effort. 
Its Inactivity during the winter in everything but 
bombing and shipping raids does not mean the war 
has reached a stalemate any more than last winter’s 
lull meant there was a stalemate. 
Wlipn the pro­ 
pitious moment came, Europe’s most efficient mili­ 
tary force struck—and all of France’s preparations 
were unavailing to stop it. 
Wisely, Churchill tells his countrymen the danger 
of Invasion still looms behind the primary problem 
of the moment, Germany's counter-blockade. 
From 
any viewpoint, the counter-blockade Is merely the 
means of weakening Britain for the climactic blow, 
which must be an attempt to occupy it with troops. 
There is no reason for Hitler and his military ad­ 
visers to think the British will surrender short of 
actual defeat In han^-to-hand combat—and British 
defeat undoubtedly is the goal the Nazi war machine 
has set for itself. 
Starting now and continuing 
till 
some turning 
point now in sight, the suspense that lasted from the 
fiasco in Flanders to late In September, when winter 
barred the immediate possibility of invasion, will hold 
the battle of Britain in the grasp. 
Tile danger is 
greater, if anything, than it 
was 
last 
fall. 
The 
British are prepared better to meet it, though con­ 
stant air raids have handicapped them severely, but 
in the meantime the Germans undoubtedly are bet­ 
ter able to try to force the war to a conclusion. 
The United States, now in universal agreement 
that loss of Britain’s battle would be a major dis­ 
aster for this nation as well, is not committed to aid 
the British to meet a climax of next summer or the 
summer after that, but a climax that will occur in 
all probability before next Easter. 


WHATS NEW? 
Tile Associated Press selection of the IO biggest 
news stories of 1940 reveals how news has changed 
from what it was supposed to be when editors told 
beginners to find a case of a man biting a dog be­ 
cause that would be unusual. 
Every one of the IO top stories, with the possible 
exception of President 
Roosevelt's 
reelection, was 
concerned with war—and there was nothing unusual 
about war in 1940. 
Furthermore, six of the nine 
war stories were of the kind that unfolds gradually, 
reaching no particular climax. 
Italy was repulsed, 
the United States adopted conscription, Russia added 
territory, Rumania suffered unrest and travail, a fifth 
column had undermined Norway, Britain was fighting 
for its life. Tile surrender of France .the evacuation 
of troops from Dunkirk and the trade of U. S. des­ 
troyers for bases in British territory in this hemis­ 
phere were the only stories that developed quickly, 
with a well defined climax. 
News has ceased to 
develop 
out of specific In­ 
stances—sensational murders and disasters as it did 
S9 often in the past—and has become, instead, the 
ri&y-by-day reports of momentous trends, pressures, 
ideas and techniques throughout the entire world. 
It will not be till the IO top news stories of the year 
again deal with accidental 
instead 
of planned ex­ 
plosions, individual instead of mass murder, the fool­ 
ish and unexpected experiences of human beings who 
expected nothing to happen instead of distracted 
populations that expected anything to happen that 
the world will be “normal” again. 


MAKING FRIENDS WITH THE JAPANESE 
Ambassador Joseph C. Grew’* forthright speech 
in Tokyo, as reported in 
the 
press, 
embodies the 
cherished theory of preventing trouble by promising 
to go more than halfway to meet it. 
Japan stands 
informed by words of unmistakable meaning that 
the United States is not going to sidestep any un­ 
pleasantness of Japanese origin 
« “Old China hands” firmly believe this is the way 
to* handle all diplomatic problems in Asia. 
They call 
it “speaking the only language” the Japanese can j 
uaderstand, explaining that the roundabout tactics 
that work in western diplomacy simply don’t register 
on the oriental mind. 
Thefy are sure that the Japanese have no inten- 


transaction but using a scheme of deferred barter, 
avoid the same difficulty of repayment encountered 
after the World war? 
Would 
manufacturers 
and 
workmen be any more willing than they were before 
to endure the competition of British products? 
Apparently, tile motive for the President’s plan is 
to get around the neutrality and Johnson acts with­ 
out opening the isolationist policy embodied in the 
laws to congressional debate. 
This would amount to 
reversing a national policy against financing Europ­ 
ean wars without seeming to reverse the legislative 
decision that established the policy. 
It 
would 
be 
done on the theory that the end justifies the means; 
also on the theory that if there is enough isolation 
sentiment in congress to bar advances of credit to 
Great Britain that sentiment should be sidetracked. 
If the United States is not afraid to help Great 
Britain with advances of 
credit, 
it 
shouldn’t be 
afraid to call things by their right names and face 
all the consequences.

DEFENSE PULERS 


4-Man "High - Command" 
To Direct Job of Arm­ 
ing America 


(Bv Associated F re z .l 
WASHINGTON, 
Dec. 21.—Four 
I men personally .selected by Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt as a defense "high 
* command” shouldered the concen­ 
trated responsibility today of arm - 
! ing America. 
To the new organization—to be 
known as the office for production 
I management for defense—the Pres­ 
ident late yesterday named William 
; S. Knudsen and Sidney Hillman of 
i the present 
defense 
commission, 
War Secretary Stimson and Navy 
Secretary Knox. Knudsen will be 
director. 
Take Over Bulk of Work 
Although the present defense ad­ 
visory' commission will be retained. 
it was expected that the new' board 
would take over most of its duties, 
leaving the seven defense commis­ 
sioners to coordinate the civil life 
of the nation with the activities of 
the new board. 
Mr Roosevelt’s decision to create 
the new office, under authority of 
the 1939 government reorganization 
act. 
followed 
widely-voiced 
de­ 
mands for a greater centralization 
of authority in defense matters. 
Prospects were that the new set­ 
on would be functioning by Jan. I. 
The President said th at about IO 
days vould be required to perfect 
executive orders necessary for its 
establishment. 
The board, Mr. Roosevelt said, 
will represent all three of the ele­ 
ments involved 
in every process 
of production—labor, management, 
and the buyer-user. 
Big. Danish-born Knudsen, one 
of the nation’s outstanding produc­ 
tion experts, will represent m an­ 
agement. 
Hillman, a union 
man 
for 30 
years, will handle labor problems, 
and will be assistant director of the 
board. 
Secretaries 
Knox 
and 
Stimson 
will present the viewpoint of the 
buyer-user—the army and navy. 
President May Speak 
With the public’s interest focused 
on the big job of producing arms 
and military 
equipment, 
it was 
learned from usually well-informed 
quarters outside the White House 
that the President was considering 
a “fireside chat” on the status of 
the program. There w'as no indica­ 
tion when it m ight be given. 
The new four-m an board will be 
given full responsibility to make 
decisions of policy, without con­ 
ferring with the President.

said Mr. Roosevelt, if one of the
